16 TAKEN FROM DECK 


"We had just been having boat 
drill," said Captain 
Kerr tonight, 
"when I saw the smoke in the dis- 
tance, but thought nothing of it. 
thinking it was a cloud. I went down 
to my room and started playing soli- 
taire when my first officer camn and 
told me"! had best come up on deck 
again; that the smoke seemed to be 
getting worse. When t got back on 
«5eck I saw it was a ship on fire. We 
received no S.O.S. call. We were 12 
mllas distant when we sighted the 
smoke and 55 minutes later were 
on the scene. By that time m.iny 
members of the crew of the Tokuyo 
Maru were in the water. We took 
sixteen from the after deck. 
"There were constant explosions, 
and with every explosion the flames 
shot a hundred feet into the air and 
bales of cotton were hurled 200 foct 
high. 


CAJTAIX LAST TO UEAVE 
"There were two fires, forward 


and amidships^and the deck officers 
of the Tokuyo Maru were caught 
between them for a time." 
Captain - Susuki, master 
of 
the 
Tokuyo Maru, was the last to leave 
the vessel. He was almost uncon- 
scious when taken off into the £iu- 
ford's lifeboat. 


The rescue of the forty-three per- 
sons who had jumped into the sea 
was carried on in the midst o£ a rain 
of burning debris from the ship, with 
terrific 
explosions sending fresh 
showers of fire-laden 
cotton 
and 
lumber into the air. Shrieks and 
cries of the struggling victims were 
heard on all sides and many of the 
survivors 
were 
delirious 
when 


finally rescued. 


All the casualties were among 
those of the Tokuyo Maru's sailors 
who had jumped into the sea before 
the arrival of the Buford. 


Immediately after the £>uford left 
the burning ship, funeral services 
were held for Storekeeper T. Kishi- 
moto, who died in a lifeboat, and 
his body was sent overboard within 
a few miles of his lost vessel. 
Captain- Susuki aald 
everything 
possible was done to check the ad- 
vance ot the flames in his ship be- 
fore the S.O.S. was sent out. 
"I received the first report of the 
firo at 3:60 p. m., Monday," he said 
"Wt tried in every way to extinguish 
the flames first by using the ship's 
water lyttem. and finally by batten 
Ing down the hatches, shutting of 
the ventilators and turning: steam 
Into the hold, but it was of no avail 
and when I Rent put the call ther 
WM no hope for my ship. 
"I stayed on the bridge until the 
others .had left and when finally 
jumped down the bridge was black 
ened and charred by the fire. 
"The fire started in the coal bunkeri 
and wa« due, I believe, to spontane 
ous combustion. We carried 100 
tons of coal. 700 tons of fuel oil ant

'—cabbage. For generations of Americans cabbage 
has been a cheap as well as a wholesome dish. In 
the homes of the poorer folks it has been a depend- 
able staple of food for a large part of the year. 
It is easily preserved from cold through 1he win 
ter and combined with corned beef and potatoes 
it has produced mnscnlar energy for millions of 
workers to keep the wheels of industry turning, 


The other day a grower in Texas got ?7 for a 


ton of cabbage loaded aboard the railway car nt 
the nearest station. 
It was shipped 1o Chicago 


and the freight charges were $26.30, 
It cost 


about |6 to nrload a ton of cabbage and transfer 
it to the Chicago commission merchant's store. 
He retailed th" ton of cabbage for which the 
Texas grower got f 7 at a price to bring him f 140. 


We hare heard much talk of the necessity for 


reducing railway rates. It has been well founded 
talk. 
When it costs five cents to send a well de- 


veloped head of cabbage from Texas to Chicago 
In an ordinary freight ear. the rate is too high.

for a Child With Chicken-Pox

all parents count tne days after one 
of the children In a school room is 
taken down with some communicabj^ 
disease.

Chicken-pox is an acute disease", 


the chief sign of w Inch is the forma- 
tion of s,mall blisters on the skin. 


The time of incubation from ex- 


posure to attack is from two to three 
weeks. It may be only ten days, but 
is usually about fourteen or fifteen 
days. 


This disease rarely attacks adults, 


but it should be borne in mind as 
chicken-pox' 
Willie Jones 
went 


confounded with smallpox. The onset 
of the disease may be announced by 
a chill, by pains in the legs and back 
or by vomiting. 


The eruption appears within a day 


of the first symptoms of illnes?. Usu- 
ally this is noticed to begin with on 
the cheht 01 back. Perhaps the face 
and forehead may be attacked first. 


Red spots, slightly raised above 


the level of the skin, are the primary 
indication of chicken-pox. In a short 
time the covering of these spots 
seems to thin. The tissue fills -with, 
fluid, and pretty soon it becomes a 
hemispheroid water blister 


After a day or two the clear fluid 


of the blister becomes turbid and the 
swelling begins to shrink. By the end 
of the fourth day it has dried down 
into a crust. This crust is dark 
brown in color and pretty soon it 
falls off Usually no scar is left, al- 
though at times there is infection of 
the skin and considerable scarring. 
This is apt to be the case if the child 
scratches the skm. 


There may be several crops of the 


eruption breaking out here, and there 
during the first three or four days. 
There may be a few spots or a hun- 
dred or more Sometimes a red rash, 
precedes the eruption. 


At times the lining of the mouth 


or throa't may be the seat of-«6 
eruption. 
- 


In grown persons the disease may 


be very severe. In children some- 
times it is followed by inflammation 
of the kidneys. 


It is thought that the discharges 


from a chicken-pox patient—espe- 
cially from the blisters themselves, 
and from the mucous membranes of 
the mouth, throat and nose—may 
carry the infection. There is danger 
until all the scabs have disappeared. 


The child should be excluded from 


school, of course, and kept away 
from other members of the family. 
All the toilet articles, handkerchiefs 
and bed clothing should be boiled. 


If there is much itching, hyposul- 


phite of soda, one ounce to one pint 
of water, may be used to spray- the 
affected parts several times a day. 


Oxide of zinc ointment may be ap- 


plied to the crusts after they form. 


Rest in bed a few days and re- 


stricted diet will hasten recovery, un- 
der the supervision of your family 
doctor.

whole 45.000,000 
yen assigned for 
the completion of the first portion 
of the building program is tied up 
with* no yield from the investment, 
but it is hoped that the shipping 
situation will improve in a vear or 
two, and that it will become re- 
munerative to operate the new ves- 
sels. The tankships under construc- 
tion are to be sent to South America, 
and the future of the shipping situa- 
tion is not without promise.
